The latest addition is George 
Washington Hall. With the corner- 
stone laid yesterday, it will only 
be a short time now before the 
building will be ready for use. 
Costing approximately $320,000, 
Washington Hall will contain the 
administration office, department- 
al offices, some class rooms, mu- 
sic practice rooms, and an audi- 
torium with a seating capacity of 
1,614. 

Modem Equipment 

The auditorium will contain a 
stage equipped for the most elab- 
orate productions and fully fur- 
nished with modern devices for 
handling scenery and settings. The 
building will also include a spaci- 
ous roof garden and a large recre- 
ation room. 

Being named for General George 
Washington, the Father of Hia 
Country, who is so closely associ- 
ated with Fredericksburg and this 
section, Washington Hall will be 
the largest and most impressive 
structure on the campus.
